a) Assassination of President John Fitzgerald Kennedy, November 22, 1963, 
Dallas, Texas (based on FBI interview of Attorney Edward P. Morgan on 20 March 1967) 

b) FBI Memorandum, 22 March 1967, from A. Rosen to Mr. De Loach, same Subject.

and the pertinent portion of 'the Church Committee interim report, "Alleged Assassination, 
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Plots Involving Foreign Leaders 1 , 1 were also reviewed to determine if any of the infor- 
mation contained in the FBI memoranda warranted continued classification.
